Window Into Stomach 
Shows Secret. 


State College; Pa., July 29. — “i— 
** Jessie,” the Pennsylvania State col- 
lege cow that has been robbed of her 
gastronomic privacy through a door to 
the largest of her several stomachs as 
a contribution to science, today was 
the center of attraction for vitamin 
and nutrition specialists. The scien- 
tists are attending the final session 
today of the Institute of Chemistry. 


Manufactures Vitamin B. 

A little incubator in Jessie’s stomach 
has been found to give evidence of one 
of the most important vitamin and nu- 
tritional. discoveries of the times. She 
was found to have ability, in this in- 
cubator, to manufacture in wholesale 
lots the highly valuable vitamin B. 

Jessie never has been given any 
feed that contained vitamin B. It has 
been kept from her mother before her, 
and she has a calf of her own, the 
third generation to be deprived of this 
valuable’ material. 

But Jessie’s milk, as well as that of 
her mother, contained vitamin B. 

Dr. H. I. Mechdel of the Penn state 
dairy departmeént, had a window cut 
into Jessie’s second stomach. Samples 
of partly digested food were taken out, 
analyzed by Prof. H. C. Knutson of 
the college bacteriology department 
and found to be filled with vitamin B 
bacteria. 7 
So far as known the cow is the only 
anima? that has ability to thrive on 
feed lacking in this necessary vitamin. 


Invaluable as Remedy. ; 

“It is entirely possible that cultures 
of vitamin B can be taken for human 
consumption direct from the stomach 
of Jessie or other cows as a source of 
concentrated vitaminese,’’ said Dr. H. 
Cc. Sherman of Columbia university. 
“In diseases caused _by lack of vitamin 
B this culture would be invaluable.’’ 

Jessie is as lively and contented as 
before the doorway was cut in her 
stomach.

New York, July 29.—(#)—Twenty- 
three individuals representing eleven 
theater ticket agencies pleaded guilty 
today to charges that they had not 
reported the actual amounts they re- 
ceived for tickets and had not paid 
income taxes on the unreported 
amounis.

Uses’ Ether and Gas; 
Reading Blamed. 


New York, July 29.—[Special.1— 
Helen Oatman, 22 years old, Spence 
school graduate and Philadelphia | 
debutante, put a lace pillow in the 
oven of the gas stove at her home on 
the upper west side today. 

She smeared the floor nearby wi 
ether, donned her filmiest pink negli- 
gee and then lay down with her head 
on the pillow and gas flowing from/ 
two jets of the range. 

Nailed Window Shut. 

When neighbors traced the odor of 
gas to the apartment she was dead, 
and the elaborate precaution with 
which she had nailed shut the window 
and plugged the cracks of the door 
with rags, established, when the police 
came, that death was by her own hand. 

The ether fumes, detectives said, had 
rendered her mercifully unconscious, 
and she died without a_ struggle, 
asphyxiated by the gas that was flood- 
ing the room, ~ 

The only explanation for her suicide 
was found in the statement of her 
brother, Fred Oatman, a Harvard grad- 
uate, that she had followed closely the 
accounts of suicides in the newspa- 
pers.
